Washington, June 7 — (AP) — 


Congress wrapped up the Taft- 
Hartley labor bill for President 
Truman today 
and 
tagged 
it: 


Approved by overwhelming- major- 
ities of both senate and house. 


And Republican 
leaders 
pre- 


dicted confidently that if thii chief 
executive vetoes the big- measure 
curbing' union activities, congress 
will override his decision. 


That takes a two to one major- 


ty. Here is the picture: 


The senate approved the bill late 


yesterday by a vote of 5-t to 17, 
completing congressional 
action. 


That's a three to one margin— 
better than the GOP "leadership 
expects to muster on a veto test, 
if one comes. 


The house slapped its okay on 


the bill earlier this week, 320 to 
79, or four to one. So proponents 
there are not worried. 


Senator Taft (Ohio), chairman 


of the senate's Republican policy 


labor committees, told a re- 


porter he was "pleased" by the 
senate vote and still is confident 
a veto can be overcome, if neces- 
sary. 


Major Provisions 


But he forcast that the margin 


would be something- closer to tha 
68 to 24 vote by which the senate 
passed its original bill.

Here are some of the major 


provisions of the final draft: 


1. The -attorney 
general 
is 


authorized to obtain 80-day court 
orders to halt or block national 
emergency strikes during- media- 
tion. This authority could be used 
if John L. Lewis calls a coal 
strike in July. 


2. The closed shop is prohibited 


and the union shop permitted only 
where a majority of the workers 
vote for it. Under the closed shop, 
only union members can be hired. 
Union""'shop agreements permit 
employers 
to hire anyone, but 


workers must join the union with- 
in a specified time. 


3. Jurisdictional 
strikes 
and 


secondary boycotts are prohibited. 
The national labor relations board 
is authorized to seek injunctions 
against them. 


Outlaw Health Funds 


(A secondary boycott is a union 


attempt to hit indirectly 'at an 
employer by forcing other employ- 
ers to stop doing business with 
him.

The world is in 
need of young people who can 
stand on their own feet and govern 
their own lives on the right path.

ty and linked Hungary firmly in 
the Soviet orbit. 


Italy has the greatest Commu- 


nist strength in Europe outside of 
Russia. Premier de Gasperi. in the 
latest of a series of government 
crises, has formed a new cabinet 
which, excludes the Communists. 
It scarcely seerns likely that this 


• cabinet will be more stable than 
those that have preceded it 


SA.S a result of the developments 


in Hungary," our government has 
suspended the remaining half of 
a $30,000,000 credit to that coun- 
try.^ There is also gome congress- 
ional support for withholding food 
relief from Hungary. 


Naturally, the U. S. government 


does not want to pour money and 
supplies into' SL 
country whose 


government might use them to 
strengthen' communism. On the 
other hand, such action will deny 
aid to • Hungary's predominantly 
non-Communist people, and' pos- 
sibly' alienate their sympathies. 


The U. S. government naturally 


wants to help an anti-Communist 
government in Italy. So Italy is 
slated for §100,000,000 in 'financial 
aid, -access to her assets held in 
this country, and American spon- 
sorship of her application lor UN 
membership. 


But in doing this our govern- 


will be strengthening and 


fattening up a couple of million 
Italian Communists with

hope that they will suddenly re- 
nounce their allegiance to Mos- 
cow- as a .result.

evidently 
intended to be 


perpetuated through the Institu- 
tion of a visible understandable 
Church, ruled by men specially 
consecrated for the performance of 
the duties of the priesthood Evi- 
dence of the institution of such an 
organization ve find in His words 
addressed to Saint Peter: "Thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build My Church, and 1 will 
give to thee the keys of the king- 
dom of heaven," that is Lhe power 
to open or close the gates of hea- 
ven to men. Jesus Christ added 
later, "As the Father hath sent 
Me, so I also send you—going 
therefore, teach ye all nations."

unbroken 
line of

"Today, 
the 
ceremony takes 


place at a Mass celebrated by a 
Bishop who alone has the right to 
confer this sacrament.

that is he receives the power and 
right to administer the seven sac- 
raments. This is the sacrament 
that he received.

Worthington, Ohio, from, the Most 
Reverend 
Amleto G. Cicognani, 


Apostolic Delegate to the United' 
States and because of its reception 
Father Becker now has the power 
to offer up the most holy "sacrifice 
of the mass."
